Sir.—W e beg to present herewith the Annual Report of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners for Canada for the year 1940, in conformity with Section 
Twenty-three of the Canada Grain Act, 1930. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS 

Crop conditions continued good in the year 1940. Marketing difficulties, 
however, have increased the work of handling this heavy crop and there is much 
more grain than usual still in farmers’ hands. 

STORAGE PROBLEMS 

The final estimate by the Department of Statistics for the wheat crop of 
1939 in western Canada placed it at (494,000,000) bushels. Partly as a result 
of this large crop and partly on account of the outbreak of war in Europe, the 
carryover as of August 1, 1940, amounted to 300,741,062 bushels. When the 
crop of 1940 proved to be of the same order of magnitude as that of 1939 it 
became obvious that a difficult storage problem would arise. To meet the 
situation as far as possible elevator operators built temporary annexes and the 
Board authorized the use under licence as special annexes of other buildings 
suitable for storing grain. These measures gave a total storage capacity in 
the western division as follows: elevators proper and permanent annexes 
351,352,570 bushels; temporary annexes 76,312,150 bushels; special annexes 
5,000,491 bushels. In the eastern division licensed storage capacity amounts 
to 84,363,000 bushels. This made a total licensed capacity in Canada as at 
December 31, 1940, of 516,929,011 bushels. This amount of storage space 
has not, however, proved sufficient to enable producers to deliver their grain 
as freely as in other years. Total wheat deliveries between August 1, 1940, 
and December 27, 1940, amounted to 280,900,000 bushels compared with 
367,700,000 bushels in the corresponding period last year. 

CAR DISTRIBUTION 

As a result of the congestion at the terminals it became necessary to appor¬ 
tion cars between the different elevator operators in the country. A car control 
committee to work in conjunction with the Transport Comptroller for Canada 
was established on August 14. This committee, under the chairmanship of 
Commissioner MacGibbon, apportioned cars on the basis of the permanent 
capacity of the different elevators at local shipping points. The Committee 
functioned satisfactorily. 
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Apart from shipments to Canadian terminals certain elevator operators 
arranged for terminal storage at Duluth. This gave some further relief to the 
situation. Canadian wheat in store at Duluth, December 27, 1940, amounted 
to 11,738,447 bushels. This movement necessitated the Board placing officers 
of the inspection department at Duluth to grade the grain on its receipt there. 

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ELEVATORS 

All of the elevators have had a large handling this year and are at present 
filled to capacity. 


WEIGH OVERS IN TERMINAL ELEVATORS 

The weighing over of the stocks of wheat and other grain in terminal 
elevators has been carried out this year with considerable difficulty due to the 
heavy stocks in store. In two elevators it was found necessary to estimate 
stocks in certain bins. In these instances an additional bond was required from 
the operators. 

Following the 1939 amendments to the Canada Grain Act, for the first 
time a complete weighover of the stocks in store in eastern elevators was carried 
out. This operation entailed considerable additional work for the weighing 
and inspection branches of the Board. 

TARIFF MEETINGS 

The usual public meetings to hear representations on the matter of the 
tariff of elevator charges for the crop year 1940-41 were held by the Board 
at Winnipeg, Vancouver and Toronto in June and July. Having in mind the 
additional revenues accruing to the elevator companies in the western division 
due to the heavy carryover, the Board, after a careful investigation, reduced the 
maximum charges for storage effective August 1, 1940. The maximum storage 
rate at terminal elevators at Fort William-Port Arthur and Winnipeg is now 
1/45 of one cent per bushel per day instead of 1/30. At terminal elevators 
west of Calgary the maximum rate was reduced from 1/30 of one cent per bushel 
per day to 1/60 of one cent per bushel per day. 

GRADING DIFFICULTIES 

Although the crop of 1940 has proved to be of very high quality, in a few 
districts grading difficulties, due either to immaturity in the kernels or to a 
tendency of the wheat to split or chip, developed. To explain the situation, 
public meetings were held at Vulcan, Alberta, and La Fleche, Saskatchewan. 
The Assistant Commissioners visited other points affected and steps were also 
taken by the issuing of circulars and by radio announcements to ensure that the 
producers were fully informed of the special factors tending to affect the grading 
of wheat in certain districts. 

It should be pointed out in connection with broken wheat that it has been 
fairly conclusively proven that the chief factor in this difficulty comes from 
maladjustment in the harvesting machinery. In view of the fact that the 
statute definitely debars damaged wheat from certain grades, irremovable 
broken wheat has been degraded although the Board has ameliorated the con¬ 
dition in every degree that it could properly do so. 

ASSISTANT COMMISSIONERS 

The handling of two large crops in succession has greatly increased the 
work of the Assistant Commissioners. In addition to their usual duties they 
have visited many points in each province to inspect and report on the condition 
of buildings desired to be used as special annexes. In this connection their work 
has been of great value to the Board. 
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PROSECUTIONS 

With the shortage of storage space at local shipping points great watchful¬ 
ness has had to be exercised to prevent discrimination in handling farmers’ 
grain. In one instance the Board prosecuted the agent of a country elevator 
company for failing to receive grain in the order in which it was offered. A con¬ 
viction was obtained and the agent fined. 

COMMITTEES ON GRAIN STANDARDS 

Committees on Grain Standards for the Crop Year 1940-41 were constituted 
by the Board in accordance with Section Twenty-five of the Canada Grain 
Act, 1930. 

The Western Committee was convened at Winnipeg on October 17, 1940, 
and the Eastern Committee at Toronto on November 6, 1940, and at Montreal 
on November 7, 1940. 

WHEAT BONUS 

Outstanding wheat bonus certificates in the amount of Seventy-two Dollars 
and Ninety Cents ($72.90) were redeemed during the past year. Outstanding 
certificates still remain to the amount of Eight Thousand, Three Hundred and 
Thirty-Seven Dollars and Thirty-three Cents ($8,337.33). 

THE PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT, 1939 

Arising out of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, 1939, the Board were 
authorized to collect one per cent (1%) of the net value of grain marketed in the 
three western provinces. Arrangements were made for this with the elevator 
companies and other licensees, and the Board received for 1939-40 the sum of 
Two Million, Four Hundred and Twenty-one Thousand, Five Hundred and 
Seven Dollars and Thirty-seven Cents ($2,421,507.37). Returns for the first four 
months in the current crop year are $1,297,301.50. 

EXPENDITURES AND REVENUES 

Total expenditure for the fiscal year 1939-40 was $1,624,522.31 compared 
with $1,566,331.68 for the previous fiscal year. Revenue for the fiscal year 
1939-40 was $1,198,559.35 compared with $987,026.75 for the previous fiscal 
year, an increase of $211,532.60. 

For the first nine months of the current fiscal year the total expenditure 
was $54,643.42 less than in the corresponding period in the previous fiscal year, 
and the revenue for the same period shows a decrease of approximately $258,- 
000.00 over the same period last year.

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MISCELLANEOUS COMPLAINTS 

During the year under review one complaint under this heading was received 
but upon investigation was found to be outside the jurisdiction of the Board. 


EXPORT SHIPMENTS 

During the year 1940 fourteen (14) complaints, ten (10) in regard to short¬ 
ages and four (4) in regard to quality, were received in respect to overseas ship¬ 
ments. These, together with two (2) complaints outstanding at December 31, 
1939,,were investigated and disposed of as follows:—

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(b) PROSECUTIONS 

In the prosecution for an infraction of Section 109 of the Canada Grain Act 
instituted as a result of a country complaint received in 1939, the defendant 
pleaded guilty and was fined five dollars and costs. 

One other prosecution was instituted during the year for a breach of the 
provisions of Section 108 of the Canada Grain Act. The defendant pleaded 
guilty and was fined five dollars and costs. 


(c) DEFAULTS 

During the year 1940 there was one case of default by a licensee. Five 
claims totalling $3,754.73, were filed with the Board and after investigation 
these were settled in full from the proceeds of security filed with the Board by the 
licensee. 


(d) CARS OUT OF TURN 

Cars out of turn for shipment of wheat from country elevators were ordered 
by the Board under the provisions of Section 68 of the Canada Grain Act in 
1940 as follows:—

(e) RECEIPT OF WHEAT INTO COUNTRY ELEVATORS 
FROM RAILWAY CARS 

Owing to lack of storage space in Terminal Elevators, the Board, under 
the provisions of Section 107a of the Canada Grain Act 1930, amended 1939, 
during the period August 1 to December 31, 1940, authorized the receipt of 
wheat from railway cars into country elevators for the conservation of storage 
in a total of 4,165 carloads. These shipments were made from districts of heavy 
crops to districts where lighter crops were harvested.

Dear Sir:—I have the honour to submit the following summary of Licensing^ 
and Bonding for the season of 1939-40. 

During the season which commenced on August 1, 1939 and ended on July 
31, 1940 one hundred and fifty-nine (159) firms and individuals applied for 
licences as required by the provisions of The Canada Grain Act. * 

Five thousand, nine hundred and ninety-eight (5,998) applications for 
licences were received and five thousand eight hundred and fifty-six (5,856) 
licences were issued. Thirty-six (36) licences were transferred and one hundred 
and six (106) applications were withdrawn for various reasons. ( 

At December 1, 1939, there were 5,798 buildings classed as elevators under 
the provisions of The Canada Grain Act, 5,768 in the Western Division and 30 
in the Eastern Division; of these 5,738 were operated under licence during the ( 
crop year 1939-40.

covering the operations of the licensees; in addition four (4) licensees deposited 
negotiable Government bonds with a par value of $16,300.00 in lieu of furnishing 
the usual forms of Sui'ety bonds. 

There has been no increase or reduction of the regular staff of this Branch 
but it was necessary to employ temporary assistance for a longer period than 
customary owing to the fact that the routine work of maintaining the records 
in connection with the collection of the One Percentum Levy under the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act necessitates the full time year round services of one of 
the employees of this Branch.

Dear Sir. — I beg to submit the following report for the Crop Year 1939-40, 
which ended July 31, 1940. 

The problem of storage space for the grain crops of Western Canada began 
to develop in the closing months of Crop Season 1939-40, when, in July 1940, it 
became apparent that a big harvest would be reaped. Markets had been found 
at home and abroad for only about 50 per cent of the available supply of wheat, 
and elevators finished the year with a large percentage of their storage space in use.

TRADE AND COMMERCE 


Starting off the season on August 1, 1939, with a carryover of 102-9 millioi 
bushels of wheat, of which only 4-7 million bushels were still on farms, the nen 
crop harvested in the succeeding three months proved to be the second larges 
in the history of the Dominion, the total exceeding 520,000,000 bushels. 

As the occupation of European countries by Germany proceeded, market 
for Canadian wheat dwindled and stock in Canada continued to accumulate 
until, at the close of the Crop Year on July 31, 1940, there remained a surplus oi 
300,632,378 bushels, the largest stock of Canadian wheat ever held at the close 
of a Crop Year. 

The location of wheat stocks carried over at the beginning of the season and 
the high tide reached on July 31, 1940, is shown in detail in the following table:

There was a marked increase in the use of United States storage facilities 
during the year, not only because the storage was needed, but because there 
was no longer restriction on the export of Canadian wheat through United States 
ports previously imposed by the preferential duties under the Ottawa agreement 
of 1932. 

farmers’ deliveries 

Deliveries of wheat from farms in Western Canada were about 48 per cent 
greater than in Season 1938-39. Receipts at country elevators alone totalled 
418,000,000 bushels, while loadings over platforms and deliveries direct to interior 
private and mill elevators brought the total of primary receipts up to 430,000,000 
bushels. Details of marketings by provinces are found in the following table, 
while marketings of coarse grains will be found in other statistical data embodied 
in this report.

At the close of the season on July 31, 1940, it was estimated that farmers 
in the western provinces still had on hand approximately 14,250,000 bushels 
of wheat. 
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PRICE MOVEMENT 

The price of No. 1 Northern wheat had a range of 40^ cents per bushel 
during the Crop Year. The low point of 51 \ cents per bushel was reached in the 
Winnipeg Market on August 12, 1939, just prior to the outbreak of the European 
War, while the top price of 90J cents was recorded on April 24, 1940. 

The Crop Year average price of No. 1 Northern Wheat, basis in store Fort 
William-Port Arthur, was 76| cents per bushel. Compared with the average 
for Season 1938-39 this was an improvement of 14| cents per bushel. 

A basic price of 70 cents per bushel was paid by the Canadian Wheat Board 
for No. 1 Northern Wheat, in store Fort William-Port Arthur. 


EXPORT CLEARANCES 


The volume of export business enjoyed by Canadian wheat and other grains 
was not unsatisfactory under the circumstances, and this was due in large 
measure, in the case of wheat, to the large proportion of Manitobas used in the 
mix by British mills. 

Of a total of 152-7 million bushels of wheat exported overseas, the United 
Kingdom took 113-2 million bushels or 74 per cent. If wheat-flour sales and 
U.S.A. imports are added, the total volume of Canadian wheat and wheat-flour 
exports was 192-7 million bushels, and of this amount 132-6 million bushels or 
68-8 per cent was shipped to the United Kingdom. 

Wheat-flour exports were the best since 1928-29, and made a healthy 
contribution to the season’s export movement. They totalled 6,781,367 
barrels of 196 lbs., the equivalent of 30-5 million bushels of wheat. 

About thirty countries bought Canadian wheat during the crop year, 
but the list steadily declined as the year progressed, and in June, 1940, less than 
a dozen customers remained. Of the countries of Continental Europe only 
Portugal bought Canadian wheat in the closing months of the Crop Year

The United States proved to be Canada’s second best customer during 
Season 1939-40. Wheat imported for milling in bond and wheat and wheat- 
flour imported for domestic use totalled 9-2 million bushels, and represented 
5-3 per cent of Canada’s total exports. 


FREIGHT RATES 

Ocean freight rates during the year were a very uncertain quantity. No 
rates were quoted for ships of British registry, all of which were sailing under 
Admiralty orders, while quotations for neutral tonnage in many cases were 
purely nominal. 

Rates prevailing for wheat movement on the Great Lakes steadily advanced 
after the outbreak of war. The weighted average for each month of navigation 
falling within the Crop Year is shown in the following table:

A number of statistical tables compiled from returns made by elevatoi ir 
licensees, the Inspection and Weighing Branches of the Board, and other officials: 
sources are also attached. In this connection, it must again be noted that this b 
Branch has received excellent co-operation from all sources, and especiallj 
from Corn Exchanges and Chambers of Commerce at United States ports- 
whose generous assistance has brought about a very considerable improvemenl 
in our statistical records.

REPORT OF CHIEF WEIGHMASTER 


The Secretary, 

Board of Grain Commissioners, 
Winnipeg, Man. 


Dear Sir, — I have the honour to submit the following report of the Weighing 
Branch of the Board for the crop year 1939-40. : 

This Branch supplied weighing services at all Public Terminal, Semi ] 
Public Terminal and Private Terminal Elevators licensed by the Board in tb 
Western Division for the purpose of weighing all grain received into and shippei 
out of these elevators, as required under Sections 91 and 123 of the Act. 

Weighing services were also supplied at elevators operating under a Mil < 
Elevator license, as required under Section 99, Part 2, of the Act. ] 

In the Eastern Division, weighing services were supplied on a fees basi 1 
for the purpose of weighing carlot domestic shipments at the following elevator; 
Goderich Elevator; Western Canada Flour Mills Elevator, Goderich; Canad; 1 
Steamship Lines Elevator, Midland; Midland Simcoe Elevator,Midland; Abei I 
deen Elevator, Midland; Great Lakes Elevator, Owen Sound; Canadian Pacifi 
Railway Elevator, Port McNicoll; Sarnia Elevator, Sarnia; Toronto Elevatoi 
Toronto. 

At all elevators licensed by the Board where weighing services have beei 
supplied, the equipment used for receiving, shipping and weighing grain ha 
been maintained in good condition under the supervision of officers of thi 
Branch. 

Under my authority as Inspector of Weights and Measures of Terrains 
Elevator scales, I carried out the inspection of scales in the following elevatoi 
in the Western Division (with the help of my assistants) in accordance with tb 
Weights and Measures Act and Regulation 1929, Chapter 212, Section 50, am a 
for which certificates of verification were issued. t' 

The semi-annual inspection of the scales located in the above elevatoi 
was made as usual, also special inspections when deemed advisable to insun 
the continued accuracy of the scales. 

The annual inspection of scales located in the elevators in the Eastern. 
Division was carried out by Mr. P. J. Marples of Montreal in accordance witi 
the Weights and Measures Act. 

Fewer complaints were received than in previous years on the outturn o_ 
cars unloaded at Terminal Elevators, due chiefly, I think, to the fact that tb 
railways are using a better class of car in this traffic, and to the better cooperin w 
of grain doors of cars loaded at country elevators. Complaints received were)* 
thoroughly investigated and in the majority of cases it was found that the car® £ 
had been reported leaking, grain doors not properly installed or pilfered br, 
route, in railway yards, or after being spotted at the unloading elevators. IP 0 
spite of the fact the railway and elevator companies have been very vigilan 
in trying to stop the pilfering of cars, there is still a considerable amount offi 
it going on. However, with increased employment, this practice is general!^ 1 , 
greatly reduced. ui 

On the reported outturns of some cargoes, loaded at the Head of the Lakes— 
complaints were received which were thoroughly investigated and, in some cases 
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satisfactory settlements were made, but in other cases the investigation proved 
that there was no claim against the loading elevators. There is enclosed state¬ 
ment showing the average reported shortage of pounds per 1,000 bushels on 
vessel shipments from Port Arthur and Fort William and unloaded at Canadian 
and American Ports. 

There were some complaints received from the United Kingdom on cargoes 
loaded at St. Lawrence and Atlantic Ports which were thoroughly investigated, 
and reports submitted to the Board with recommendations. 

The grain in store in all Public Terminal Elevators, Semi-Public Terminal 
Elevators, the top four grades of Red Spring wheat, and the two top grades 
.n| of Garnet wheat in Private Terminal Elevators situated in the Western Division 
amounting to approximately 90,000,000 bushels, and all grain in Eastern Ele¬ 
vators operating in the Eastern Division amounting to approximately 40,000,000 
111 bushels, was weighed over during the year, as required under this Act. 

a Statements showing correct quantities of the various grades in store in 
each of these elevators were prepared by this Branch, and forwarded to the 
Board to permit of the adjustment of outstanding warehouse receipts in Public 
til and Semi-Public Terminal Elevators, the establishment of overages in Terminal 
Elevators and Eastern Elevators, in accordance with the provisions of Section 
ls j 138 and 138-A of the Canada Grain Act.

Sirs, —I beg to submit the following report covering the operations of the 
Canadian Government Elevators for the year 1940. 

ELEVATORS OPERATED 

During the entire year the interior elevators at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon. 
Calgary, Edmonton and Lethbridge and the elevator at Prince Rupert, B.C., 
were operated under Public Terminal Elevator licences. 

ELEVATOR LEASED 

The elevator at Port Arthur, Ont., continues to be operated by McCabe 
Bros. Grain Co. Ltd. under lease which expires in 1944. 
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CHARGES 

With the exception of minor changes in cleaning charges the tariff of charges 
for handling, storing and treating grain was on the same basis as that in effect 
the previous season. 

GRAIN HANDLED 

The volume of grain received at the interior elevators, 21,648,630 bushels, 
was sixty-four per cent (64%) greater than the previous year’s receipts and 
the Prince Rupert elevator, which was not operating in the previous year, 
received 1,155,662 bushels during the present season.

Restricted movement of grain due to existing marketing conditions and 
consequent lack of storage space at terminal points resulted in a larger than 
normal carry over in the interior elevators at the end of the crop year, the 
amount in store on July 31, 1940, being 13,683,637 bushels. 

All buildings, machinery, equipment and trackage have been maintained 
in good condition, expenditures for this purpose being included in operating 
costs. Fire extinguishers were supplied to all elevators and distributed through¬ 
out the premises.

The surplus of revenue at all elevators ov f 
all expenditures was $618,178.92, an increase of $349,829.70 over the previoi c 
year. These figures do not include any provision for depreciation of plan 
and equipment, but, as stated earlier in this report, these have all been mai p 
tained in good condition, expenditures being included in operating costs, fc

REPORT OF THE CHIEF CHEMIST 


Winnipeg, Man., December 28, 1940. 


The Secretary, 

The Board of Grain Commissioners, 
Winnipeg, Man. 


Sirs, —I have the honour to submit the following report on the Grain 
Research Laboratory for the year 1940. 

From the point of view of the laboratory, the characteristic feature of the 
year was the slow movement of the 1940 crop. This made it impossible to 
obtain, early in the season, representative samples of wheat and other grains, 
se by normal methods. This difficulty was overcome, through the co-operation 
}i of many individuals, firms and institutions, by collecting several thousand 
samples from farmers and country elevators all over Western Canada. Study 
a! of these individual samples, and of composite samples prepared therefrom, 
provided adequate information for presentation to the Western Committee 
on Grain Standards, and for the preparation of the usual surveys and reports 
dealing with the quality characteristics of various crops. 

in Among problems peculiar to the 1940 wheat crop, the greater prevalence 
of “split” wheat and of “blackpoint” infection proved most important. The 
results of laboratory studies on the former type of damage, and of a survey 
of the problem as it affected domestic mills, were given considerable publicity 
by means of press articles, radio talks, and farmers’ meetings held at Vulcan, 
Alberta, and La Fleche, Saskatchewan. “Blackpoint” infection subsequently 
j ri appeared less important than was at first anticipated. Though more wide- 
ov spread than usual, it was generally associated with immaturity and few cars 
j 0 of wheat were degraded for “blackpoint” alone. 

an As in previous years, assistance was given to the Inspection Branch in the 
tail preparation of tentative standard and tentative export standard samples of 
hard red spring and durum wheats. More wheat than usual of both the 1939 
and 1940 wheats was dried commercially and the necessity for making milling 
and baking tests, as a guide to grading, on many samples of dried wheat and of 
corresponding check samples, provided the most time-consuming work under¬ 
taken for the Inspection Branch. The remaining studies, undertaken at the 
direct request of the Chief Inspector, were of a minor nature. These included 
studies of: the quality of red winter wheat grown in British Columbia; three 
new varieties of red winter wheat developed in Ontario; average samples of 
grades 1 and 2 Northern in store at Prince Rupert; taint in wheat cleaned 
from carlots of flax and in wheat treated with a contact insecticide; and exam¬ 
inations of samples of dust and screenings, undertaken in connection with 
surveys designed to forestall possible outbreaks of serious insect infestations 
of stored grain. 

Working in co-operation with other laboratories, under the Associate 
Committee on Grain Research, investigations of the quality of new varieties 
of hard red spring wheat, durum wheat and oil seeds, were continued. Assistance 
was given to other institutions and government departments by making series 
of routine determinations of the quality of: flax samples for the Cereal Division, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa; sunflower hybrids and new lines of sweet

clover, for the University of Saskatchewan; melilot tainted wheats, for the 
University of Manitoba; flours bought by the British War Office, for the Com¬ 
mercial Intelligence Service; and of wheat samples, for individual western 

farmers. 

The collection of complete data on the 1939 crop, and on grain moving 
during the 1939-40 crop year, was carried on along usual lines. While the 
collection of adequate preliminary data on the 1940 crops involved certain 
difficulties noted above, it was found possible to publish the usual surveys and 
reports somewhat earlier than usual. Seven statements on crop quality, three 
including wheat protein maps, were released to the daily press, and most of 
the laboratory’s mimeographed reports were also summarized in the daily 
press and in trade journals. 

In the analytical laboratory, considerable time was devoted to—the sum¬ 
marizing of the data collected in twelve annual surveys of the protein content 
of wheat; a study of the utility and accuracy of the Tag-Heppenstall moisture 
meter; and to the improvement of the punch card and tabulation systems used 
for handling large numbers of data. The chief research project in the milling 
and baking laboratories dealt with the utility of physical dough testing equip¬ 
ment (Chopin Alveograph, Brabender Extensograph and Farinograph) for 
evaluating the quality of commercial shipments of Canadian wheat. " Time was 
also_ found to rebuild the experimental mill and to design and install a new 
baking oven. The appointment of Dr. R. L. Cunningham to take charge of 
the durum wheat laboratory stimulated research in that branch and good pro¬ 
gress is being made in the development of a micro-test for macaroni-making 
quality. With the establishment, at the University of Saskatchewan, of a new 
oil seeds laboratory of the Associate Committee on Grain Research, it seemed 
best to confine the work on oil seeds in the Board’s laboratory to routine studies 
of crop quality and to such routine analyses as were required by Canadian 
plant breeders. In future, research investigations in this field will Ire left to 
the new laboratory. 

During 1940 the laboratory submitted thirty-nine reports to the Board, 
twelve of which were also released to the public, "in addition the following two 
scientific papers were published:— 

1. W. F. Geddes, W. .J. Eva, and Nancy Milton. The relation between the protein content 

of Western Canadian hard red spring wheat, Amber Durum wheat and barley 
Sci. Agr. 20: 399-607. 1940. 

2. W. F. Geddes, T. R. Aitken, and M. H. Fisher. The relation between the normal farino- 

gram and the baking strength of Western Canadian wheat. Cereal Chem 17- 
528-551. 1940. 

A detailed report on the work of the Grain Research Laboratory has been 
prepared. In accordance with past precedent, it is recommended that this 
report be published separately with the object of putting on record data on 
the quality of the more important Canadian grain crops, and progress reports 
on laboratory investigations.
